PRESENTED  TO  THE  COURT  OF  GOVERNORS 

At  ttie  Annual  Meeting  held  at  the  Workmen’s  Institute, 
Mountain  Ash,  on  Monday,  March  28th,  1927,  at  7  p.in. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Board  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  their 
Report  for  the  Tear  ended  December  31st,  1926. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  information  given  in  the 
Statistical  Tables  that  the  work  done  at  the  Hospital  during 
the  year  lias  increased  in  every  Department. 

The  Remedial  work  done  to  the  school-children  lias 
been  most  successful  and  the  health  of  the  children  has  greatly 
benefitted. 

In  the  Ophthalmic,  and  Bar,  Nose  and  Throat  Depart¬ 
ments,  the  work  done  has  increased  four-fold,  and  has  resulted 
in  an  enormous  saving  of  time  and  expense  to  the  Patients. 

A  great  increase  has  also  occurred  in  the  X-Ray 
department,  and  the  work  done  has  been  of  inestimable  service 
to  the  patients,  and  has  also  done  much  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  Surgical  work. 

During  the  year  a  new  Scialytic  Light  has  been 
installed  in  the  Theatre,  which  has  greatly  improved  the  lighting. 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  has  been  expended 
during  the  year  in  making  new  pathways  and  generally  improv¬ 
ing  the  Hospital  Grounds. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  Hospital  at  present  is  the 
installing  of  a  Massage  Department,  and  Department  for  curative 
X-Ray  work.  A  number  of  our  workpeople  have  to  go  to  other 
Hospitals  for  the  treatment  which  could  be  given  in  the 
above-mentioned  departments. 

The  Board  wish  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation 
of  the  services  rendered  by  the  whole  of  our  Nursing  Staff. 
Their  unremitting  devotion  deserves  the  praise  of  the  whole 
district. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  all  the  Local  Medical  Men  and 
the  Consulting  Surgeons  for  the  invaluable  services  rendered 
to  the  Patients.

The  Domestic,  Laundry,  and  Engine-room  stalls  have 
carried  out  their  duties  in  a  praiseworthy  manner. 

The  Ladies  Sewing  Guild  has  done  very  good  work  in 
the  year,  and  doubtless  the  greater  part  of  the  success  of  the 
“Annual  Pound  Day”  was  due  to  their  efforts. 

To  the  donors  of  money  and  gifts  in  kind  the  Board 
wish  to  tender  theii  heartfelt  thanks  as  their  gifts  saved  to  the 
Hospital  an  expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money. 

In  spite  of  the  adverse  economic  conditions  that  pre¬ 
vailed  in  our  district  during  1926,  we  feel  that  we  have 
weathered  the'  storm  fairly  well.  The  loss  in  our  ordinary 
income  from  the  Collieries  was  nearly  £1000  as  compared  with 
the  year  1925.  The  generous  Grant  made  by  the  Miners’ 
Welfare  Fund,  Cardiff,  of  £3600  towards  reducing  our  Bank 
Overdraft  was  a  veritable  godsend  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  townspeople 
could  be  very  much  more  generous  to  the  Hospital,  in  which  we 
take  pride  in  saying  that  it  is  second  to  no  other  Hospital  of  a 
similar  kind.  We  sincerely  hope  for  a  trade  revival  which  will 
probably  enable  the  general  public  to  be  more  generous  with 
their  donations. 

The  economic  value  of  our  Hospital  could  probably  be 
measured  in  Cash,  but  we  put  it  higher  and  say,  that  the 
alleviation  of  human  suffering  is  an  object  that  no  man  dare 
or  can  value  in  terms  of  Cash.

5 —  Any  person  who  shall  be  a  subscriber  of  at  least  £5  shall 
be  a  Governor  during  the  year  covered  by  his  subscription.

RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 


Visiting  Days  -  Thursday  2  till  4  p.m.  Sunday  2  till  4  p.m. 


1 —  V  isitors  are  requested  to  apply  to  the  Matron  for  Tickets 
of  Admission. 

2 —  Each  Patient  is  allowed  to  receive  Four  visitors  on  Visiting 
Days,  but  only  two  are  allowed  in  the  Ward  at  the  same  time. 

3 —  Visitors  must  not  give  to  any  Patient  any  provisions  or 
fruit,  except  with  the  express  permission  of  the  Matron. 

4 —  Visitors  are  strictly  forbidden  to  bring  into  the  Hospital  or 
give  to  any  Patient  any  intoxicating  liquor.  Any  person  found 
attempting  to  infringe  this  rule  will  be  refused  admission  and  the 
Admission  Ticket  of  such  person  will  be  cancelled. 

5 —  Visitors  to  the  Hospital  are  strictly  forbidden  to  smoke  in 
the  Wards,  Rooms  or  Corridors. 

6 —  Visitors  who  require  any  Special  Permission  to  visit  on  any 
other  than  ordinary  visiting  hours  shall  apply  to  the  Matron. 

7 —  Visitors  from  a  distance  outside  the  area  who  desire  to  see  a 
patient  on  other  than  Visiting  Days,  must  make  the  necessary 
application  to  the  Matron. 

8 —  In  cases  of  serious  illness  or  accident,  the  Matron  may 
prohibit  visitors  seeing  a  patient  if  she  deems  it  expedient  in  the 
interests  of  the  Patient.
